I t'ae-  honour  to  present  ay  Annual  Report  for  1956# 

The  estimated  mid-year  pcpulatior!  was  24(,9CX)  compared 
with  24,010  in  1955,  an  increase  of  69Cl  As  there  was  an  excess  of 
108  deaths  C¥er  live  births  during  the  year,  it  can  be  assumed  that 
as  increase  of  about  1,CCC  persons  was  the  result  of  migration  into 
the  district,  probably  due  to  new  building.

W E A T H £ R CONDITIONS 


The  weather  of  1956  was  very  bad  indeed  and  notable  for 
its  lack  of  warm  weather  and  sunshine.  Indeed  the  months  of  April, 
Juno  and  August  ivere  the  coldest  ever  recorded  since  1924,  I'.'hen  local 
records  were  first  kept, 

January  began  with  heavy  rain  which  continued  throughout 
the  month,  turning  to  snow  and  ice  towards  the  end  of  it.  This  very 
cold  spell  lasted  all  through  February  with  snow  lying  continuously 
until  the  beginning  of  Marche 
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Maich  was  very  dry  and  sunny  but  with  cold  nights  and 
ground  frosts^  April  was  no  warmer  being  the  coldest  ever  recorded, 
though  the  air  was  very  dry  with  more  than  average  sunshinCo 

May  was  the  pleasantest  month  in  the  year  with  temperatures 
up  to  74°F,  and  much  clear  sun.  It  was  still  very  dry  and  drought  was 
beginning  to  cause  concerno 

June,  July  and  August  were  ail  abnormally  cold  and  wet  and 
there  was  no  real  holiday  weather  until  the  middle  of  September,  when 
it  became  dry  and  warm, 

October  was  cold  and  'wet  vjith  fog  and  some  luailstortnso 
November  was  drier  but  cooler  and  had  less  sun  than  usaal,  Deocaii-ei 
finished  the  year  with  very  little  sun  and  with  hail,  sleet  and  snoxv, 
followed  by  very  thick  feg^  On  the  last  three  days  of  the  year  the 
tegiperaturi  rose  to  the  upper  40*s  and  on  the  Sist,,  the  sun  made  a 
welcome  re-appearance  for  just  over  two  hours. 

To  sum  up  the  weather,  the  winter  was  severe,  the  spring 
exceptionally  cold,  the  summer  cold  and  wet  and  the  autumn  wet,  cold 
and  foggy.  Altogether,  a year  we  would  ail  be  giaa  forget.

There  were  400  live  births  registered  during  the  year  and 
508  deaths  from  all  causeSo  The  crude  death  rate  was  20o4  compared 
with  16o83  in  I955o  The  birth-rate  was  I60O6  compared  with  i5o32  in 
1955, 

The  death-rate  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  of  the  population 
was  10<,6i  compared  with  llo7  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  birth-rate 
similarly  adjusted, was  17,35  compared  with  15,7  for  the  country  as  a 
vjhole. 

This  is  a most  healthy  state  of  affairs  for  the  community, 
in  that  more  than  an  average  number  of  babies  were  born  and  less  than 
an  average  number  of  people  died,

As  will  be  seen  from  above  tables,  only  7 infants  died 
in  their  first  year  of  life,  ail  but  2 of  them  in  their  first  week 
and  3 of  these  in  the  first  3 days.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
somewhat  higher  this  year,  being  17,5  compared  with  10,87  in  1955, 
but  was  much  below  the  record  low  figure  for  England  and  Wales  - 
23e8  , 


The  cause  of  the  7 infant  deaths  could  be  classed  as 
inevitable  in  5 cases,  being  due  to  congenital  defects  and  prematurity. 
The  death  from  haemorrhage  at  4 days  might  possibly  have  been  prevent- 
able but  only  one,  due  to  aspiration  of  stomach  contents  at  4 months, 
could  be  considered  as  a purely  accidental  death.

There  v/ere  21  babies  born  prematurely  in  the  district,  but 
only  one  of  these  failed  to  sur¥i¥e<. 

The  whole  position  with  regard  to  infants  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  obstetric  and  nursing  services  and  shoves  a continuing 
high  standard  of  infant  care  amongst  the  mothers  of  the  district.

It  vdll  be  seen  that  the  only  2 children  were  a mental 
defective  aged  I year  aud  a girl  of  7 who  died  from  a blood  disease 
which  is  invariably  fatal.  2 young  adults  aged  18  and  22  died  from 
accidents  with  vehicles.  Of  the  remainder,  there  was  1 case  each  of 
kidney  disease,  lung  disease  and  cancer. 

in  1955,  there  were  14  deaths  in  this  age  group.

It  will  be  noted  that  82.3%  of  all  deaths  occurred  over 
the  age  of  65,  57.7%  over  75  and  19,7%  over  85,  The  greatest  ages  at 
death  during  the  year  were  3 over  95,  2 of  these  at  96  and  one  at  98. 

50.19%  of  ail  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals  in  the  district. 

A total  of  80  deaths  were  registered  during  working  life,  58 
of  these  between  the  ages  of  51  and  65.

There  were  3 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a male 
aged  60  and  2 females  aged  45  and  80,  compared  with  no  deaths  fSom 
this  cause  in  1955. 

The  commonest  causes  of  death  x^jere  cancer  and  malignant 
disease  86  (cancer  of  the  lung  10),  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
(coronary  disease  36) e The  figures  for  1955  being  cancer  63  (lung  7)

There  were  331  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  165  in  1955.  The  difference  was 
largely  due  to  a measles  epidemic  of  225  cases,  other  differences 
being  more  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (25)  but  less  cases  of  dysentery 
(27). 


Apart  from  ncasies  there  was  a low  incidence  of  all 
types  of  infectious  disease  in  1956. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

Again  there  vjerc  only  2 cases  of  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year,  one  a girl  of  16  at  Saxlingham  Nethergate  in  June  and 
the  other  a boy  of  at  Bethel  in  October.  There  appeared  to  be 
nc  possible  connection  betiveen  the  two  cases.  Both  were  paralytic 
types  of  the  disease. 

The  girl  of  16  at  Saxlingham  Nethergate  had  had  no 
contact  with  a known  case  and  the  source  of  her  infection  remained 
obscure,'  She  was  severely  paralysed  and  .as  transferred  later  to 
a long  stay  orthopaedic  hospital  for  remedial  treatment.  She  was 
still  there  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Precautionary  measures  vjere 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  she  had  been  a household  contact  of 
several  children  attending  2 large  private  schools.  Direct  contacts 
were  excluded  from  these  schools  and  the  principals  advised  to  take 
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precautionary  mcasureso  Fortunatelye  no  further  case  was  notified 
from  either  establishment. 

The  second  case  was  a boy  of  8^  at  Bethel  who  had  moved 
from  Barford  while  incubating  the  disease.  He  had  attended  both 
schools  during  the  incubation  period  and  so  doubled  the  number  of 
child  contacts  at  risk.  Fortunately,  again,  no  further  case  was 
reported  and  the  boy  himself  made  a complete  recovery. 

The  only  paralytic  case  reported  in  1955  has  made  a 
certain  amount  of  recovery  and  with  some  modification  of  the 
curriculum  will  be  able  to  attend  an  ordinary  school  in  the  near 
future. 


SCARLET  FEVER, 

There  was  an  increased  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever, 

25  cases  being  notified  compared  with  10  in  1955,  No  complications 
were  reported  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Very  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  the 
lowest  number  (0)  since  1949.  Again  it  is  not  possible  to  assess 
what  effect,  if  any,  preventive  vaccination  is  having  on  the 
incidence  of  this  disease.  It  will  be  some  years  before  any  downward 
trend  would  become  significant.

Usually,  measles  appears  in  epidemic  form  every  other 
year,  with  intervals  of  about  80  weeks.  In  1956,  an  epidemic 
year,  225  cases  were  notified  compared  with  27  in  1955,  The  disease 
was  more  prevalent  in  some  parishes  than  others  and  the  following 
table  gives  a picture  of  the  situation  month  by  month.

SONNE  DYSEi/rEiiY 


Although  the  occurrence  of  any  dysentery  in  a district 
is  always  to  bo  deplored,  I am  happy  to  report  a decrease  in 
notified  cases  in  1956.  There  ivere  27  cases  notified  compared 
with  67  in  1955  and  12  in  1954,  and  of  these,  17  occurred  in  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year  and  the  remainder  (10)  before  the 
end  of  June,

There  was  a small  outbreak  at  Shotesham  School  in  March 
and  invostigaf ions  shov/ed  2 households  affected  with  2 clinical 
cases  and  5 contact  carriers. 
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Stoke  Holy  Cross  Scliooi. 

At  Stoke  Holy  Cross  school  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
sickness  and  diarrhoea  but  only  one  case  of  dysentery  was  discovered. 


Het'iersett  British  School, 

In  JunCe  ^ cases  occurred  at  Hethcrsett  British  School 
and  2 contact  carriers  were  found  to  be  associated  with  them. 

Another  3 cases  were  due  to  an  infection  at  a private 
school  in  Konvich  and  in  the  remaining  9 cases  no  connection  with  any 
known  infection  vjas  discovered. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

In  3 households,  9 cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred, 
compared  with  4 cases  in  1955  and  9 cases  in  1954,  The  cause  of  the 
infection  was  not  determined  in  2 hpuseholdsbbut  in  the  third  it  was 
found  that  duck  eggs  were  regularly  eaten.  Three  eggs  from  this  house 
were  found  to  be  positive  to  salmonella  typhimurium, 

PRE¥Er>n:iON  of  bowel  IM^ECTIONS, 


If  food  ivcxe  free  from  contamination,  adequately  cooked 
and  stored,  food  poisoning  would  disappear. 

Clean  hands  would  prevent  ail  bowel  i^ifections  from 
passing  from  one  person  to  another. 


GENERAL  SICKNESS 

There  was  a large  rise  in  the  number  of  new  sickness 
claims  in  the  first  week  of  January,  from  216  to  67C  being  reported. 
After  remaining  at  about  the  samel  level  for  5 weeks  there  was  a 
further  rise  to  1,073  in  the  middle  of  February,  The  numbers  then 
fell  steeply  each  week,  returning  to  average  by  the  beginning  of 
April, 

The  peak  of  this  large  seasonal  rise  occurred  somewhat 
later  than  usual  and  was  due  to  widespread  respiratory  infection, 
some  of  which  was  true  Virus ''A"inf  luenza,  fortunately  of  a mild  type, 
and  no  deaths  were  reported  xiom  this  cause.  There  vjas  a rise  in 
the  nmnijer  of  pneumonia  deaths  during  the  same  period  but  mostly  in 
people  of  advanced  age,  the  majority  of  whom  were  in  chronic  sick 
hospitals. 
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During  the  rest  of  the  year,  the  sickness  claims  showed 
little  abnormal  rise  until  the  middle  of  November,  when  a peak  of 
550  was  again  reached.  The  numbers  then  fell  steeply  and  at  the 
end  of  December  were  about  average  for  the  season.

There  iverc  152  cases  on  the  register  compared  with  351 
in  1955,  6 nev;  pulmonary  cases  and  4 iion-pulmonary  cases  were 
notified  compared  with  13  pulmonary  and  i non-puiraonary  last  year. 

The  6 new  pulmonary  cases  vjere  a male  aged  31  and 
5 females  aged  18,  22,  31,  44  and  82.  This  is  the  first  time 
since  1951  that  there  have  been  more  female  cases  notified  than 
male. 


The  4 non-pul mo nary  cases  were  2 males  aged  22  and  38 
both  ivith  kidney  infections  and  2 females  aged  38  and  78,  xvith 
disease  of  neck  glands  and  ankle  respectively. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  pulmonary  disease,  a male 
aged  60  and  2 females  aged  45  and  82,  compared  with  no  pulmonary 
deaths  in  1955.

It  will  be  observed  that  a much  smaller  number  of  school 
leavers  tvqre  given  B.C.G.  vaccine  in  1956.  The  reason  for  this 
was  a change  of  policy.  It  had  been  decided  that  in  future,  school 
leavers  shall  be  offered  vaccination  in  their  14th.  year  instead  of 
iBth,  as  hitherto.  This  is  to  ensure  that  the  maximum  amount  of 
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pitotsction  is  acquired  for  their  first  year  after  leaving  school. 

Those  due  for  vaccination  in  1956  under  the  nev;  arrangenierit  were  done 
in  I95v\  no  school  sessions  were  therefore  carried  out  in  this  district 
for  the  year  under  review.  It  is  hoped  that  in  1957  a greatly  extended 
scheme  v/iil  be  put  into  operation,  so  that  all  school  leavers  may  be 
offered  whichever  school  they  attendo 


The  re-organisation  of  most  of  the  older  pupils  into  new 
or  existing  modern  secondary  schools  will  make  for  greater  ease  of

Tuberculosis  is  definitely  decreasing  in  this  district  and 
county  and  indeed  la  the  country  generally.  Only  5 deaths,  2 of  them 
of  quite  elderly  people  and  all  3 over  45  show  that  this  is  no  longer 
the  fatal  disease  of  young  people  that  it  used  to  be  even  a few  years 
ago. 


The  incidence-  is  the  iovjest  ever  recorded  in  this  district 
and  is  dno  to  a great  fall  in  the  nurdier  of  new  male  cases  being  notified, 
tbr  female  cases  being  one  mere  than  last  year.

flo  one  factor  can  account  for  this  satisfactory  course  of 
events  but  the  repeated  visits  of  the  X-ray  Unit  to  factories,  the  careful 
follow-up  of  contacts  of  known  cases  and  the  extended  use  of  B.C.G.  for 
tuberculin  negative  school  leavers,  must  ail  play  their  part.  Tuberculosis 
Is  now  folloidng  the  law  of  diuiinisliing  returns  and  as  each  active  case 
is  ciscovei'sd  and  rendered  non-infectious,  one  more  focus  of  infection 
is  removed  from  the  general  population. 


The  elderly  chronic  bronchitic  of  both  sexes  is  now  the  main 
rtmaining  source  of  infection  as  it  is  ,not  yet  suf-icientiy  realised, 
even  by  doctors,  that  these  cases  are  very  frequently  tuberculous. 


In  tirx,  these  iviii  come  to  the  end  of  life  and  modern 
lixthods  of  treatment  should  ensure  that  they  do  not  recur  in  subsequent 
generations. 


The  conquest  of  tuberculosis  is  one  of  the  truly  memorable 
successes  of  the  post  war  vjorid.

MILK  & DAIRIES  RCGULATIONS. 


The  position  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  in  cattle  is 
not  so  favpurabie.  Five  herds  gave  milk  samples  positive  to  tuberculosis 
during  the  year.  This  is  the  highest  figure  recorded  by  me  in  any  one 
year,  i.e.,  since  1947, 
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In  th';fce  lieseds  the  infected  animal  ivas  found  and 
slaughtered  under  the  Tubcrcuiosis  Ordero  1938o  In  the  other 
two  ©aseso  no  infecting  milking  cow  was  found  in  either  herdo  but 
animals  had  been  sold  for  slaughter  between  the  time  of  bulk 
sampling  and  the  receipt  of  the  resulto  It  was  assumed  therefore^ 
tliat  in  each  case  the  offending  animal^  or  animalso  were  amongst 
those  slaughtered  in  this  viay^  There  is  no  absolute  guarantee 
that  these  cows  giving  dangerous  infected  milk  have  been  slaughtered 
although  I understand  determined  efforts  are  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agricultiireo  Fisheries  and  Food  'Veterinary  InepectorSo  to  trace  each 
one.

Compulsory  pasteurisation  of  ail  milk  in  the  districto 
apart  from  that  from  T„To  herdSo  bottled  on  the  farnio  has  been 
enforced  since  21st » March,  i953o  and  this  is  a great  safeguard  for 
consumers  in  the  general  public.  It  is  still  the  practiceo  however, 
on  many  farms,  for  the  cowman  and  other  workers  to  get  a certain  amount 
©f  milk  direct  from  the  supply.  This  is  no  doubt  consumed  raw  in  their 
^3CJies  and  in  view  of  the  above  findings  may  be  a danger- to  those  drinking 
ito  particularly  young  childfeiio 

I feel  that  there  should  be  a more  frequent  veterinary 
inspection  of  all  cows  whose  milk  is  sold  for  human  consumption, 
tcgstlier  with  reneived  efforts  to  build  up  more  ToT,  herds. 


ANTHRAX  ORDER  1938 

Although  4 Form  *’A'’  restriction  notices  were  received  during 
the  year,  only  one  case  of  Anthrax  was  confirmed.  The  positive  case 
was  a cow  at  Easton,  The  usual  warnings  of  human  infection  were  issued 
to  contacts  and  routine  disirifection  was  carried  out  by  the  appropriate 
authority. 


Fortunately,  this  dangerous  animal  infection  has  appeared 
very  infrequently  in  this  district  in  recent  years  as  may  be  seen  from 
the  following  table

Th((j  vjail^inQ  list  for  houses  shows  little  change  froro 
last  year  although  a tPtal  of  227  new  gnits  of  accommodation  were 
completed  duripg  th€!  year,  64  by  the  Council  and  163  by  pri'S'ate 
building.  There  were  6,129  inhabited  houses  in  1956  and  21/0  were 
owned  by  the  CounciiL,  iioughly,  one  family  in  5 in  a Ccuncil 

house. 


The  apparent  reduction  in  the  amount  of  private  building 
may  only  be.  due-  to  a slowing  dowpi  of  the  actual  process  of  acquiring 
a new  hou^e,  due  to  financial  and  other  difficiiitie-s.  The  rmmber 
of  plans  passed  for  future  building  in  the-  district  gives  a picture 
of  continuing  development  although  possibly  at  a slower  rate  than 
during  the  previous  years, and  106  private  houses  were  under  con- 
struction St  the  end  of  the  year.

This  is  an  excellent  and  economical  ivay  of  bringing  sound 
but  old  fashioped  property  up  to  modern  standards  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  mpyc  and  more  ovjnero,  particularly  owner/occupierSo  will 
take  advantage  of-  this  provision. 


Preri^ar  Council  Houses. 

Little  vcork  wos  carried  out  with  the  long  overdue  modern- 
isation  of  prci^war  Council  houses. 

The  elect yipal  work  detailed  in  my  1955  repoit  was 
completed  in  1956,  but  no  other  work  was  authorised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  the  year. 
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It  is  somewhat  of  an  anomaly  that  the  owner  of  an  old 
house  can  obtain  a generous  improvement  grant  from  the  Council  who 
in  their  turn  are  not  allowed  to  carry  out  similar  modernisation  of 
their  own  property* 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  slowing=down  of  new 
construction  the  Council  will  be  permitted  to  get  on  with  this  very 
necessary  work  at  an  early  date*

It  will  be  seen  that  a start  has  at  last  been  made  on  the 
clearance  of  slum  property,  33  new  demolition  orders  were  made 
during  the  year  and  9 undertakingso  not  to  re-letp  accepted.

No  new  supply  mains  were  laid  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  the  capital  works  programme  being  halted  by  the  Government’s 
credit  restriction  policy. 

Owing  to  the  discovery  of  widespread  pollution  in  private 
wells  at  Wreningham,  an  interim  water  supply  scheme  has  been  iprepared 
for  this  parish  only,  the  water  to  be  derived  from  the  Council’s  existing 
borehole  at  Church  Lane,  Urgent  representations  are  to  be  made  to  the 
Mlnifeter  to  allow  this  scheme  to  proceed.

THE  DISABLED, 

During  the  year^,  a district  Committee  of  the  Norfolk 
Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Handicapped  was  formed  for  Forehoe 
and  Henstead  undet  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  Mrs.  G,  E.  Wright, 

There  was  an  original  list  of  60  handicapped  persons 
registered  with  the  Norfolk  County  Qouncil  for  whom  various  services 
were  needed  and  these  people  were  all  visited  by  voluntary  workers 
and  their  social  needs  assessed^  Several  very  successful  functions 
were  organised  to  which  the  disabled  were  conveyed  by  volunteer  car 
drivers  and  a more  ambitious  programme  was  being  planned  for  1957o 
including  holidays  and  handicraft  instructiono 

This  new  activity  will  bring  the  organised  goodwill  of  the 
local  population  to  bear  on  yet  another  problem  of  loneliness  and  social 
isolation^  These  frequently  forgotten  people  are  now  to  be  someone^s 
special  care  and  will,  no  doubto  in  time  foe  welded  into  a family  group 
as  well-knit  and  cheerful  as  any  of  the  Old  People’s  ClubSo  This 
district  is  fortunate  indeed  to  have  s©  many  competent  people  xvith 
kind  hearts  who  are  prepared  to  serve  the  community  in  these  valuable 
ways.

GENERAL 


SURVEY 


The  health  of  the  district  has  been  very  good  during  the 
year,  in  spite  of  the  very  depressing  weather. 

There  was  only  one  large  winter  epidemic  of  respiratory 
illness,  ivhich  was  generally  mild  in  type.  Infant  survival  was 
excellent,  deaths  under  40  were  halved  and  tuberculosis  ivas  -fatal 
tty  only  3 elderly  patients. 

The  main  needs  of  the  district  are  still  acceleration 
of  slum  clearance  and  the  early  modernisation  of  older  Council  property.

In  conclusion,  1 ivish  to  acknowledge  again  the  help 
and  encouragement  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  to  thank  the  staff  for  another  year 
of  enthusiastic  and  conscientious  work.

INTRODUCTION 


The  ivork  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued 
under  a similar  organisation  to  that  which  came  into  being  on 
the  ist,  April  1955.  The  technical  stafi  remained  unchanged  as 
did  the  clerical  staff  except  for  the  replacement  of  a junior 
shorthand  typist. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation)  Act,  1956  came  info  force  and 
provided  that  sanitary  inspectors  shall  in  future  be  designated 
“public  health  inspectors". 

To  a large  extent  ray  Report  follows  the  pattern  of 
previous  Annual  Reports  but  this  is  to  be  expected  when  it  is 
realised  that  the  bulk  of  work  undertaken  by  a public  health 
department  is  governed  by  compulsory  requirements  under  the  various 
statutes,  and  it  is  only  on  rare  occasions  that  anything  of  a 
special  nature  occurs  outside  the  normal  routine.  However,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  details  and  figures  given  in  the  following  survey 
of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  will  be  of  interest  '•nd  will 
show  the  importance  which  should  be  attached  to  the  work.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  general  source  of  water  supply  is  derived  from  mains. 
The  Norwich  Corporation  Statutory  Area  governs  approximately  60%  of 
the  district  area  and  other  mains  sappliesare  provided  from  deep 
boreholes  controlled  by  the  Wymondhara  U.D.C.^  and  in  a few  cases,, 
from  the  District  Council's  Estates  supplies. 

The  number  of  parishes  having  a piped  water  supply 
available  remains  at  34  out  of  the  district  total  of  42.  It  should 
be  mentioned  that  the  parish  of  Ketteringhara  has  a mains  supply 
derived  from  a private  undertaking.  In  no  case  is  the  water  likely 
to  exert  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  pollution  of  piped  supplies  took 
place  during  the  year. 
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The  properties  not  connected  to  a mains  supply  are 
served,  in  most  cases,  by  shallovj  wells*  During  the  year  an  extensive 
survey  of  the  ivater  supplies  in  the  more  populated  parts  of  the 
parish  of  Wreningham  was  made  follovang  continuous  pollution  of  the 
well  which  served  the  school*  As  the  result  of  this  survej?  a very 
serious  state  of  affairs  was  revealed,  as  out  of  a total  of  34  wells 
sampled,  27  v^re  found  to  be  polluted*  The  only  satisfactory 
remedy  being  a piped  supply,*^  representations  were  made  to  the 
Ministry  for  immediate  approval  of  an  interim  mains  supply  scheme 
from  an  existing  Council  borehole* 

The  following  table  shows  details  ©f  the  102  samples 
taken  during  the  year  from  well  supplies*  In  all  cases  where 
pollution  was  discovered  the  properties  concerned  were  connected 


to  the  mains  or  the  existing  wells  treated.

In  addition  to  the  above  sampling  of  drinking  water 
supplies,  a number  of  samples  were  taken  from  the  Siver  Tud  in  the 
Costessey  and  Easton  area.  This  river  joins  the  Wensum  at  the  Norwich 
boundary  and  the  latter  river  provides  the  source  of  supply  for  the 
Borough  and  surrounding  parishes.  52  samples  were  taken  and  all 
vjer®  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  At  the  end  of  the  year  no  decision 
had  been  arrived  at  and  sampling  continued. 


SEWERAGE 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  work  is  in  progress  in  connection  vdth  the  Costessey  and 
Pcringland  Schemes  and  at  Hingham  the  closet  conversion  scheme  has 
been  completed. 

Tile  problem  of  sewer  ditches  remains  a serious  matter 
and  one  which,  from  t^me  to  time,  can  result  in  heavy  expenditure  by 
the  Council  on  works  which  are  only  of  a temporary  nature*  The 
mere  serious  cases  still  exist  at  Barford,  Hethersett,  Poringland 
and  Saxlingham,  and  the  prevention  of  nuisance  is  an  extremely 
difficult  matter  in  the  absence  of  seivers,  although  the  position  at 
Bsrford  has  improved  as  a result  of  the  disconoection  of  certain 
properties  from  the  sewer  ditch* 
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At  Hethersett,  the  seiver  ditches  in  the  Lynch  Green 
and  Queens  Road  areas  were  completely  cleaned  out  and  for  the  time 
beinc  the  serious  nuisance  was  abated.  Similar  problems  still 
remain  in  the  same  area  and  these  will  require  attention  before 
the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  is  carried  out. 

At  Poringiand  temporary  measures  were  undertaken  and 
it  should  not  be  too  long  before  the  new  sewerage  scheme  takes 
in  the  drainage  area  in  question. 

At  Saxlinghaa,  the  position  remains  serious  and  yet 
another  year  has  passed  without  any  further  step  being  taken  towards 
a satisfactory  solution  to  this  nuisance  problem.  The  wet  year 
and  the  almost  continuous  flow  of  surface  water  down  the  sewer  ditch 
kept  the  nuisance  tc  a minimum,  but  with  more  and  more  connections 
to  the  mains  water  supply  being  made  each  yearo  the  problem  will 
remain  and  become  acute  again  in  any  prolonged  drought. 

NIGIil’  SOIL  COLLECTION 

It  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  extend  to  any 
great  extent  this  scheme  owing  to  the  fact  that  until  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  there  vjas  not  a sufficient  number  of  properties 
released  from  night  soil  collection  by  the  conversion  to  the  water- 
carriage  system.  However,  in  November  xentative  approval  xvas  given 
to  an  enlarged  scheme  vdiich  it  was  hoped  would  come  into  operation 
during  the  early  part  of  1957,  Under  this  scheme  an  additional 
340  ot  so  properties  would  be  included  covering  the  ’’black  spots” 
in  other  parishes. 

The  scheme  which  operated  during  the  year  covered  the 
bulk  of  the  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Old  Costessey,  Hethersett 
and  Hingham  and  certain  groups  of  properties  in  the  parishes  of 
Bixioy,  Cringleford,  MulbartoHo  Poringiand  and  Trowse  Newton, 

A of  approximately  850  dwellings  were  served. 

Disposal  of  night  soil  was  by  composting  on  farm  land 
and  no  nuisance  xvas  reported. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

Tliis  service  continued  to  operate  on  similar  lines  to 
the  previous  year.  Two  vehicles  were  reserved  for  use^  each 
maniicd  by  a driver  only.  The  charges  remained  at  15/-  for  the 
first  load  and  10/-  for  each  additional  load  or  part-lead.  The 
lack  of  sewerage  schemes  in  some  built-up  areas  causes  heavy 
expenditure  to  a number  of  householders. 

The  problem  of  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  became  at 
times  a serious  one,  and  where  sewers  were  not  conveniently  situated 
the  only  practicable  solution  -was  to  discharge  on  to  refuse  tips. 

Whilst  the  general  practice  in  most  areas  is  to  discharge  contents 

on  to  farm  land,  ivhicli  no  doubt  benefits  by  the  manurial  valuCp  great  care  mus 


be  takeri  to  prevent  public  health  nuisance  and  also  danger  to 
animal'^  on  grazing  land  , In  order  to  do  this  and  select  suitable 
sites  /it  is  very  often  completely  uneconomical  from  a financial 
point  of  viev?  inhere  out-of-the-way  sites  have  to  be  used  for 
disposal,  I am  of  opinion  that  despite  the  benefit  to  agricultural 
land  and  cropSe  wherever  possible  the  discharge  into  a sewer  is  the 
most  satisfactory  method  of  disposal.

The  scheme  covers  properties  in  every  parish  in  the 
district  with  the  exception  of  Holverston,  and  collection  of  refuse 
is  mads  at  intervals  ranging  from  one  to  three  weeks.  Three  lear 
leading  mDvir4g  floor  vehicles  v-jers  in  use  vdth  personnel  totalling 
13„  t’ith  no  spare  vehicico  the  demand  on  the  three  vehicles  was 
never  relaxed  and  it  v/as  impossible  to  give  the  necessary  servicing 
attention,  but  in  October  a fourth  is'ehicie  was  deliveEcd,  s ,12  cubic- 
yard  side  loading  type#  This  additional  vehicle  should  relieve 
pressure  on  the  other  vehicles  and  allow  for  better  servicing  and 
when  necessary,  the  re-conditioning  of  vehicies. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  takes  place  as  far  as  possible 
under  controlled  methods  at  tips  owned  by  the  Council  at  Hackford 
■and  Ketteringham,  and  at  Boivthorpe  and  Poringland  by  permissioii  of 
private  owners.  At  the  present  rate  of  tipping  it  idll  be  necessary 
to  replace  the  Kctteringham  tip  within  the  next  two  years.

HOUSir-JG 

As  mentioned  in  the  1955  report^  the  general  sus'vey  of 
housing  was  discontinued  and  the  main  ViTOrk  in  connection  with  housing 
was  concentrated  on  slum  clearance  in  the  parishes  which  had  already 
been  surveyed.  For  that  purpose  a special  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed  and  made  a number  of  outside  inspections  of  dwellings 
which  had  been  placed  in  Category  5,  In  the  majority  of  cases  the 
Sii.b-Coin:rilttee  confirmed  the  previous  recoimaendations  of  its  officers. 

The  survey  has  revealed  that  in  the  more  scattered 
villages  the  properties  which  are  recommended  for  demolition  are 
wccupiedo  in  many  cases,  by  elderly  people.  This  very  often  creates 
great  difficulty  in  connection  x'dth  rc^housingo  especially  where  the 
rents  of  these  sub-standard  dxvellings  are  very  low,,  in  some  cases 
amount ing  only  to  a shilling  or  two  a week.  It  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  Sub-Committee  and  confirmed  by  the  Council^  that  wherever 
possible  these  old  people  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  dwellings 
they  occupy  for  as  long  as  considered  reasonable  if  they  so  wisho 
although  at  the  same  time  demolition  orders  or  undertakings  are  placed 
on  the  properties  in  order  to  prevent  re-Ietting  should  the  properties 
become  vacant. 

In  most  cases  where  owners  are  invited  to  put  forward 
proposals  for  the  future  of  their  property  no  offer  has  been  forth- 
coming, no  doubt  owing  to  the  uneconomical  position  in  connection  vdth 
carrying  out  extensive  repairs.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  only  hope 
j'f  persuading  oxvners  to  carry  out  extensive  repairs  seemed  to  be  in 
the  forthcoming  Sent  Act.

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St  is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  estate  owners  commenced 
the  iinprcvement  of  agricuitisrai  dwellings  asid  tht  owjr-all  percentage 
of  rented  dwellings  showed  an  appreciable  increase  as  compared  with 
previous  years* 

The  duties  under  this  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
work  take  up  a considerable  time  as  will  be  seen  from  the  number  of 
visits  ivhich  were  made  during  the  yearj,  namely  430,,  and  the  applications 
entail  a great  deal  of  internal  work  in  connection  with  checking 
estimates*  At  the  same  time  slum  clearance  should  be  closely 
connected  with  improvement  schemes,,  and  as  the  slum  clearance  programme 
proceeds  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  many  more  properties  re-> 
conditioned  under  this  grant-aided  scheme* 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Moveable  dwellings  in  the  main  come  under  two  distinct 

headings : 

(a)  those  mere  or  less  permanent  modern  caravans  vjhich  are  stationed 
under  licence  by  the  Council  and  which  give  no  cause  for  complainto 
and  (b)  the  poorer  type  of  caravan  or  ®bus  body  which  is  occupied 
by  that  section  of  the  ©omrnunity  who  move  from  place  to  place  and 
wbOj  in  many  cases,  use  unlicensed  sites* 

At  Costessey  the  general  position  remains  unsatisfactory, 
and  whilst  the  trend  is  to  squeeze  the  undesirable  type  of  moveable 
dwelling  into  a smaller  area  in  the  parish,  it  is  still  hoped  that 
a Council  controlled  site  might  become  a reality*  Legislation 
remains  unchanged  despite  numerous  protests  by  various  organisations 
to  the  Ministry* 

During  the  year  9 applications  were  received  and  8 
licences  were  granted.  1 application  was  refused* 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT*  1949 

One  full-time  Vermin  Destroyer  is  engaged  on  this  work* 

His  duties  are  to  deal  with  all  complaints  received  from  private 
and  business  properties,  to  make  special  surveys  when  considered 
necessary,  and  to  ensure  that  the  built-up  parts  of  every  parish 
in  the  district  is  surveyed  in  rotation  each  year*  It  is, 
therefore,  impossible  in  most  cases,  to  undertake  work  on 
agricultural  property*  During  the  year  there  have  been  ao  large 
scale  infestations  reported,  and  the  general  position  on  private 
properties  appears  to  have  improved  over  the  last  few  years*

MEAT  INSPECTION 

No  further  licences  for  slaughterhouses  were  issued 
during  the  year  and  the  main  bulk  of  meat  inspection  took  place 
in  the  5 premises  which  were  licensed  at  the  end  of  control. 

The  Norwich  Corporation  continued  to  be  responsible  for  meat 
inspection  at  the  private  abattoir  operated  by  the  Norwich 
Co-operative  Society,  Without  almost  complete  re-construction 
it  is  impossible  to  make  any  worthwhile  improvements  to  the 
existing  premises  and  everybody  is  awaiting  the  issue  of  the 
Ministry’s  new  requirements  for  a long  term  policy.  It  can  be 
said  that  during  the  year  there  was  no  cause  for  serious  complaint 
in  the  actual  working  of  the  premises  licensed  in  the  area. 
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It  iSo  tioweveio  inevitable  that  with  the  continued  use  of  the  ©Idet 
tl'pe  ®f  premises,  some  cause  for  complaint  must  arise  from  time  to 
time  in  connection  with  drainage  and  other  nuisance  probleraSo 

The  inspection  of  all  ©arcases  was  continued  and  in  the 
absence  of  proper  control  ©ver  the  hours  of  slaughter  and  an  increase 
©f  3oSOO  animals  killed^  much  overtime  on  the  part  of  the  inspectorial 
staff  was  necessary.

BURIAL  GROUNDS 

The  District  Council  is  responsible  for  the  management 
of  new  cemeteries  at  Costesseyo  Hinghara  and  Trowse  Newtono  although 
the  one  at  Costesscy  has  not  yet  reached  the  stage  of  consecrationp 
The  Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  layout  and  outside 
management  and  maintenance  of  these  cemeterieSo  and  burials  are 
already  taking  place  at  Hingham  and  Trewse  Newton. 

GENERAL 


In  addition  to  the  preceding  detailso  a great  deal  of 
work  has  been  done  in  connection  with  matters  which  are  included 
in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtho  such  as  Infectious 
DiseasCo  Food  Poisoningo  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations  and  Factories  & 
WcrkshopSo  The  district  has  been  free  from  anything  of  an  outstand- 
ing nature  but  steady  progress  was  mad®  in  connection  with  Slum 
Ciaarancseg  Improvement  GrantSo  Food  Hygieneo  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage. 

The  department  is  responsible  also  for  the  management 
of  the  maintenance  section  of  all  Council  owned  service  vehicleSo 
and  improvements  were  made  at  the  Bethel  Depot  whicho  in  addition 
to  the  Public  Health  Departmento  houses  also  the  maintenance  and 
storage  sections  of  the  Engineer  and  Estates  Management  Departments. 
The  malntenanceo  repair  and  re-conditioning  of  vehicles  is  under- 
taken and  a full-time  qualified  motor  mechanic  engaged. 

Meat  Inspection  has  again  been  a heavy  responsibility 
and  with  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  killed 
for  consumption  outside  the  Council's  areag  a heavy  financial  burden 
is  placed  on  a relatively  small  authorityo  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  did  not  appear  t©  be  much  hope  for  the  futureg  either 
by  way  of  financial  assistance  or  new  regulations.
